Hitler's armies sto rmed at the gates o f 
Paris to night, Berlin repo rted, reaching at 
o ne po int the Marne riv er—histo ric battle­ 
field where French po ilus sto pped the 
kaiser's rush in 1914 . 
Dispatches fro m the western fro nt at the 
same time to ld o f Gen. Max ime Wey gand's 
po ilus firmly checking the German smash 
farther west, where the deepest nazi thrust 
has carried light armo red co lumns acro ss 
the Seine. 
Thunder sto rms bro ke v io lently o v er the 
v ast heat-parched battlefield, slo wing up the 
adv ance o f German tanks rumbling ahead 
o n the ro ad to Paris. 
Paris repo rted the French right was ho ld­ 
ing firm in the Argo nne. 
Simultaneo usly , the British war o ffice an­ 
no unced that ho stile aircraft raided Malta, 
Britain's v ital nav al base in the Mediter­ 
ranean near Italy . 
The Berlin repo rt o f nazi armies smashing 
thro ugh the French Wey gdnd line to the 
Marne did no t say what po int they had 
reached.

France’s go v ernment fled to To urs in the so uts—Premier Rey naud 
to o k his place with the French general headquarters—and the 
military go v erno r o f the French capital asked ail y o ung unmo bil­ 
ized Frenchmen o f 17 y ears o f age and up to leav e Paris. Pre­ 
sumably , the French were fearful their y o uth might fall into Ger­ 
man hands and be set to wo rk in labo r battalio ns. It was ano ther 
hint o f the perilo us po sitio n o f the French capital. There was no 
wo rd o f any catastro phic lo sses In the dispatches fro m either Paris 
o r Lo ndo n. The French high co mmand repo rted Its retreats, and 
declared the mo st serio us German thrust, a swift attack fro m the 
west, had been repelled.

WASHINGTON — Last week 
The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
revealed how 
1,800,000 
Enfield 
rifles manufactured for the Brit­ 
ish in 19 18 could not be sold to 
the Allies because of a War de­ 
partment order of March 14, 19 40, 
preventing the sale of surplu.s 
arms to any agent who might 
possibly resell them to the Al­ 
lies. 
The order was issued at a time 
when President Roosevelt had an­ 
nounced a vigorous policy of giv­ 
ing the Allies every possible aid 
and was definitely in conflict with 
that policy. J ust how the order 
happened to be issued still re­ 
mains a mystery. 
However, 
immediately 
after 
publication of the M e r r y - G o- 
Round story, the order was re­ 
scinded 
and 
the 
circumstances 
surrounding the change are not 
a mystery. 
They revealed that 
some officials in the War de­ 
partment are not too cooperative 
in 
carrying 
out 
the 
Roosevelt 
policy of giving material help to 
the Allies. 
What happened was this: When 
Roosevelt heard that the army 
had prohibited sales to agents 
suspected of reselling to the Al­ 
lies, he told Secretary Morgen- 
thau to look into the matter, and 
if legal, to have the order changed. 
Morgenthau, who is in charge 
of selling goods to the Allies, asked 
his lawyers to investigate, and 
they informed him that under in- 
ternatiimal law the United States 
government could not sell arms 
direct to a belligerent, but there 
was no reason whatsoever why 
it should not sell to a third party. 
R oosev elt’s Orders. 
Morgenthau then called in Gen­ 
eral George Marshall, chief of 
staff, and told him the president’s 
wishes. 
He made it very clear 
that the March 14 order must be 
changed and immediately. 
But several days went by and 
nothing happened. 
The War de­ 
partment order was not changed. 
Meanwhile the 
Allies were 
in 
desperate need of more material. 
They lost vast stores of guns and 
ammunition in 
Belgium. 
They 
were anxious to buy even out­ 
moded 
equipment 
which 
the 
United States had manufactured 
for the World war. 
Finally one of the Allied agents 
flew to Morgenthau’s home in 
New York, where he was spend­ 
ing the week-end, and entered 
a plea for prompt action. 
Next day Morgenthau returned 
to Washington and immediately 
called a conference of War de­ 
partment chiefs, plus Francis Bid­ 
dle, acting attorney general. Bid­ 
dle arrived at the conference in 
cutaway 
coat 
and 
pin-striped 
trousers straight 
from 
arguing 
a case before the Supreme court. 
“ Gentlemen,” 
said 
Secretary 
Morgenthau, “ the president has 
directed that if there is sound 
legal basis for changing this order, 
it be changed, and changed im­ 
mediately.”

picture and Francis Biddle worked 
until midnight drafting an opin­ 
ion knocking out the War depart­ 
ment’s order.
